An ORDER made by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the City of London, of the 29. of April laſt 
paſt, inthe enſuing words, (viz.) 


T is Oꝛdered, That the Surveyozs take ſpecial care, that the Bzeaſt-Summers of all Þouſes do range of an equal 
beight Þouſe with Þouſe, fo far as (hall be convenient, and there to make Bzeaks by their Directions. 

And that they do — 7 — give Directions to all Builders fox oznament ſake, That the Oꝛnaments and 
dB peojections of the Front- ings be ofrubbed Bzicks 3 and that all the naked part of the walls may be done of 

rough Bzicks neatly w2zought, o2 all rubbed, at the diſcretion of the Builder, oz that the Builders may otherwiſe 
; YL inrich their Fronts as they pleaſe. 
223 That if any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall deftre in any Strirt oz Lane of Note to Build on each fide of the Strirt 02 
Lane (oppoſite one to tbe other) fix 02 moze Þoufes of the Third Rate, oꝛ that the upper Roms 02 Garrets may 
be flat Reofs encompaſſed with Battlements of Bꝛicks covered with Stone, oz Gable ends, oz Rails, and Banniſters of Iron oz 
Stone, oꝛ to vary their Refs foz the greater oznament of Building; the Surveyozs, o2 one of them, ſhall certifie their opinions 
therein tothe Committex foꝛ Re- building, who ſhall babe liberty to give leave foz the ſame, if they ſe cauſe. 

That in all tbe Striets no Stgn-polts ſhall hang croſs, but the Signs ſhall be fixed againſt the Belconies, oꝛ ſome other conveni⸗ 
ent part of the Side of the houſe. | 

It is Ozdered that a Poſtern ſhall be niade on the Noztb-fide of Newgate fo2 Conveniency of Fot-paſſengers, and that Hol- 
born-Bridge ſhall be enlarged to run ſtraight on a bevil Line from the Timber-Þouſe on the Nozth-fide thereof, known by the 
Sign of the Cock, to the Front of the Buildings at the Swan Inne on the ſaid Noꝛth⸗ſide of Holborn-hill. 

Foꝛaſmutb as it is Pꝛovided in tbe late Act for Re- building, That tbe Surveyozs (hall rake care foz the equal ſetting out of all 
party-Walls and Pers, and no perſon be permitted to build till that be done 3 therefoze, foꝛ pzevention of any Eranion in the taking 
of ſuch Surveys, and of all Quarrells and Contentions that may ariſe between the Builders, it is Oꝛdered, That no Builder ſhall 
lay bis Foundation, untill the Surveyozs, oꝛ one of them, {accozding to tbe Aa) ſhall view it, and ſx the party⸗Malls and Pers 
equally ſet out, and that all perſons obſerve rhe Surveyozs Pirenions concerning the Superſtruaurc to be erected over the ſaid 
Foundation. . 

And that foꝛ the defraying that, and all other incident Charges of Meaſuring, Staking out, taking the Levell, and Surveying 
the Streets and Sꝛound, each Builder, befoze be lay bis Foundation, o2 ſuch Survey ſhall be taken, do repair to the Chamber 
nf London, and there enter bis Name, with tbe place where bis Building is to be ſet out, and to pay to the Chamberlain the 
ſumme ol ſix ſhillings eight pence foꝛ every Foundation to be re-built. Foz which Pr. Chamberlain ſhall give Acquittances : upon 
Receipt of which Acquittances the Surveyozs ſhall pzoced to ſet out ſuch perſons Foundations. : . 

And it is Oꝛdered, That all perſons who bave already laid any Foundations ſhall fozthwith pay into the Chamber of London 
fir ſhillings eigbt pence fo every Foundation. 

And this Court 1s conſenting and deſirous that all 7 and narrow Paſſages, which ſhall be found convenient foꝛ tommon 
Benefit and Accommodation, and ſhall receive his MA] ESTI E's Per and Appzobation, ſhall and may be Inlarged and made 
wider, and otberwiſe Altered, befoze the 20. day of May now next enſuing, as ſhall be fitting foꝛ the Beauty, Dznament, and Conve⸗ 
niency thereof, and Staked and ſer out attoꝛdingly. — | 

Several late Inhabitants of Fleetſtreet, — to Re- build their Þouſes wh ich did fozmerly ſtand backward of other Foundati- 
ons near adjoyning, and deſiring liberty to adbance their Þouſes, that the whole Front may run on aftraight Line; the Committee 
did agree to the ſame, if the Right Þonourable the Loꝛd Þigh Chancelloz of England and the other Loꝛds ſhall appzove thereof, and pꝛo⸗ 
cure his MAJESTIE's Appzobation to the ſame: and the Committee do defire liberty may be given foz other perſons in other 
places, where it ſhall be found convenient.

And it is Oꝛdered, That the Committe foꝛ Re- building do pꝛeſent the Particulars afozeſaid to the Right Þonourable the Lozd 
Þigh Chancelloz of England and the other Lozds, and that the ſame (if they receive his MA] ESTIE VS Appzobation) ſhall be fozth- 
with Pꝛinted and Publ iſhed. | 


Which being this day repreſented to the Board by the Right Honourable the Lord High Chancellor of England, the 
lame was allowed and approved of; and it was Ordered that the ſame be punctually obſerved in every part thereof. 
And all perſons concerned are required and commanded to yield due obedience and conform themlelves thereunto. 
And that the ſaid Order be fexhwith Printed and Publiſhed.
